Jo Russian representatives strongly pointed out in a conference with representa- 
tives of HV RFT held on 10 March 1954 in the Russian Sea Registry in Rostock 
that only the directly heated version of the R5-337 will be accepted and 
that all ships with transmitters using other typos of tubes will bo rejected* 
Two tubes and fourteen spare tubes per transmitter have been requested by 
Russians,
